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SHALL WE STIFLE OUR CONSdNCE

And the thief and the grafter are very nearly akin to them. And 
that is why the average politician is iisiially a “sporting iiian.”^ And 
his best friend and accomplice usually is the “s|)orting woman.” .And 
she is also the friend and accomplice of the common pickjiockct and 
the common robber, who, by the wa>', arc less of a curse than the po¬ 
litical thief and the political grafter.

Tlic SoeblUt Mrty. in national con¬ 
vention assembled, again declarci it- 
bcH at the party of tbe working cUas. 
and appeaU for thc sopport of all 
workers of the United States and of 
all citizens who sympathize with the 
great and just cause of labor. 

We are at this moment in the midst 
of one of those industrial breakdowns 
that periodicallr paralyze the life of: 
the naltun. The much-boasted era of 
our national prosperity has been fol¬ 
lowed by one of general misery. Fac- i 
lories, mills and mines are closed., 
Millions of men. ready, willing and| 
able to provide the nation srith 
all the necessaries and com- j 
forts of life, are forced into I 
idleness and su' ration. Within re -1 
cent times the trusts and monopolies 
have attained an enormous and men-1 
acinic development They have ac-1 
quircd'the power to dictate the terms 
upfm which we shall be allowed to 
li%*e. Thc trusts fix the price of our 
bread, meat and sngar, of our coal, oil 
and clothing, of our raw material and 
machinery, of all the necessities of life. 

Thc present ile?^peratc condition of 
the ,workers has been made the op- j 
portunity for a renewed onslaught on | 
organized labor. The highest courts j 
of tbe country have wKhin th^ last i 
year rendered decision after uec toni 
depriving the workers of rights which 
they had won by generations of 
stniggle. 

The attempt to destroy the West¬ 
ern Federation of Miners, although 
defeated by the solidarity of organized 
labor and thc Socialist movement, re¬ 
vealed the existence of a far-reaching 
and unscrupulous conspiracy by the 
ruling class against the organizalioit»: 
of labor. j 

In their efforts to take the lives of: 
the leaders of the miners the 
conspirators violated the state laws 
and tbe federal constitution in a man¬ 
ner seldom equaled even in a coun¬ 
try so completely dominated bv the 
profit-seeking class as is the tfnited 
States. 

The congress of thc United States 
has shown its contempt for the in¬ 
terests of labor as plainly and un-i 
mistikahly as have thc other branches j 
of government. The laws fori 
which the labor organizations have! 
continually petitioned have failed toi 
pass La'ws ostensibly enacted for the 
beneftt of labor have been distorted 
against labor. 

The working class of the United 
States cannot expect any remedy 
for its wrongs from the pres¬ 
ent ruling class or from the dominant 
p.irttcs. So long as a tm.’ill number 
of individuals are permitted to control 
the sources of the nation’s wealth 
for their private profit, in com¬ 
petition with each other and for the 
exploitation of thetr fellowmen, in- 
dnsiriat depresiiions are hound to oc¬ 
cur at certain intervals. No carrency 
reforms or other legislative measure 
proposed by capitalist reformers can 
avail against these fatal results of ut¬ 
ter anarchy in production. 

Individual competition leads in-; 
evitably to combinations and trusts, j 
No amount of government^ regulation,! 
or of publicity, or of restrictive legis-1 
lat.on, will arrest the natural course, 
of modern industrial devc1of>nient.

hands of the ruling classes and their 
agents, tbe government will be used 
in the interests, of these classes ps 
againM the toilers. 

Pobticnl parties are but the expres¬ 
sion of economic class interests. Tbe 
Republican, the Democratic and the 
so-called *mdrpendencc' parties, and 
all parties other than Socialist 
party, arc financed, directed and con¬ 
trolled by the representatives of dif¬ 
ferent groups of the ruling class. 

In the maintenance of class ^vem- 
ment both the Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican parties have been equally guilty. 
The KepnhlKan party has had coa- 
jtrol of the national government and 
has been directly and actively re¬ 
sponsible for •hese wrongs. The 
Democratic pntiy. while saved from 
direct responsibility by its political 
impotence, has shown itself equally 
subfervient lo the aims of the capi¬ 
talist class whenever and wherever it 
has been in power. The old chattel 
slave owning aristocracy of the south, 
which was the backbone of the 
Democratic party, has been supplant¬ 
ed hy a child slave plutocracy. In the 
great cities of our country the Demo¬ 
cratic party is allied with tbe criminal 
element of the slnmi. as the Repub¬ 
lican party is allied with the preda¬ 
tory criminals of the palace, in main¬ 
taining the interest ot the possessing 
cla-ss. 

The varioos "reform’* movements 
and parties which have sprung up 
within recent years are but the clumsy 
expression of widespread popular dis¬ 
content. They are not based on 
an intelligent umler-itanding of 
the historical development of civd- 
izaton and of thc economic and poli¬ 
tical needs of our time. They are 
b*iund to perish as (he numerous mid¬ 
dle class reform movements of the 
past have perUhed. 

PROQRAM. 

As measnrrs calculated to strength¬ 
en the working clast in its 
fight for the realization of this 
uftiinate aim, and to increase its power 
of resistance against capitalist oppres¬ 
sion, we advocate and pledge onr- 
selvcs and our elected officers to the 
following program:

1. The immediate government re¬ 
lief for the unemployed workers by 
building schools, by reforesting of cut¬ 
over and waste lands, by reclamation 
of arid tracts and the building of 
canals, and by extending oil other 
useful public works. All persons 
employed on such works shall be 
employed directly by the government 
under an eight-hour workday and at 
the prevailing union wages. The 
government shall also loan money to 
states and municipalitie.s without in¬ 
terest for the purpose of carrying on 
pnblic works It shall contribute to 
the funds of labor organizations for 
the purpose of assisting their unem¬ 
ployed members, and shall take such 
other measures within its power os 
will lessen the widespread misery of 
the workers caused by the niismle 
of the capitalist class. 

2. Thc collective ownership of rail¬ 
roads. telegraphs, telephones, steam¬ 
ship lines and all other means of 
social transportation and communica¬ 
tion, of all land. 

3. Tlie collective ownership of all

Such measures of relief as we may 
be able to force from capitalism are 
but a preparation of tbe workers to 
sieze the whole powers of govern¬ 
ment, in order that they may thereby 
lay hold of the whole system of tn- 
dustrv, and thus come into tbcir 
rightiu? inheritance.
